Norton of the Rosemary Ward did 
most 'n promoting this scheme as he 
took the idea to these other men and 
carried out most of the legal business 
of purchasing it. The idea was not to 
make money for these men but to pro- 
vide an opportunity for returning serv- 
icemen and others who may be inter- 
ested to buy a farm at a price within 
their reach. 

This land had been surveyed for ir- 
rigation and most of the head ditches 
built by the C.P.R. in about 1914, but 
had been used for grazing since that 
time. It probably would be the same 
had it been for this plan 
which they originally called the North 
Rosemary Settlement Project.

Among the men who have owned

Just as an Interesting sidelight, some 
of the people in this vicinity said this 
land was no good, and for this reason 
hadn't begn farmed, although there 
was good farms both south and north 
of it. To contradict this statement 1 
need only to mention that Austin Ben- 
net is now in the process of harvesting 
a crop of oats that are yielding near 
the 100 bushel per acre mark, in spite 
of some of it laying flat on the ground. 

Since we are on the average about 
11 miles from Rosemary it was not al- 
Ways easy to attend Sunday School 
and Church and M.LA., especially in 
the winter, so last winter we ap- 
proached the Bishop, Leonard J.
